require that there shall be a space. 


between the end of one Sidra and the 
beginning of the next.

find the solution of their particular prob- 
lems. A great many of them, with the 
co-operation of the Norwood Orphanage, 
had been admitted there. 


Finding Homes for Children 


They were constantly being asked, 
Mr. Phillips went on, to find homes for 
children either permanently or tempor- 
arily. The problem was of such a size 
that they were pledged to set up an 
additional Home for such children, and 


they hoped that..within. twelve months. that 


Home would come into being. 
The Board, he said. was always being 


asked to take on additional work and 


its policy was not to refuse to do so when 
the need had been proved. Among the 
activities. he referred to were work for 
the aged and refugees.

Archbishop’s Appeal 


The Archbishop of Canterbury, writing 
in the January issue of the * Canterbury 
Diocesan Notes,” said that the. General 
Assembly of the United Nations had 
decided that the Jerusalem area should be — 
internationalised, 

“It is widely believed,” he continued, 
“ that it will prove impracticable to. carry 
this decision into effect. It is ceriainly 
true that the Isracli State is determined 
to make ‘it impracticable ; and it appears 
that the Jewish and Arab authorities are 
proposing to.agree between themselves on 
a demarcation line across which they will 
confront each other. The Israeli State is 


already making the New City its seat of 


Government. The Old City will presum- 
ably remain in Arab hands. But it is hard 
to believe that the ultimate aim of the 
Jews will not be to possess themselves of 
the Old City also, and indeed some of 
them expressly declare that that is their 
Thus. on the one side is a deci-

Archbishop’s Appeal 


The Archbishop of writing 
in the January issue of the ** Canterbury 
Diocesan Notes,” said that the General 
Assembly of the United Nations had 
decided that the Jerusalem area should be 


mternauonalised. 


“It is widely believed,’ he continued, 
“that it will prove impracticable to carry 
this decision into effect. It is certainly 
true that the Israeli State is determined 
to make it imprdcticable : and it appears 
that the Jewish and Arab authorities are 
proposing to agree between themselves on 
a demarcation line across which they will 
confront each other, 
already making the New City its seat of 
Government. The Old City will presum- 
ably remain in Arab hands.- But it is hard 
to believe that the ultimate aim of the 
Jews will not be to possess themselves of 
the Old City also, and indeed some of 
them expressly declare that that is their 


objective, Thus on the one side is a deci- . 


sion of the United Nations which can 
hardly be implemented without the good 
will of Jews and Arabs, and on the oiher 
side a denial of that. good will in favour 
of a temporary settlement between Jew 
and Arab which. leaves room for grave 
troubles in the fulure,”

Shochetim’s Claim 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter | 


The citcumstances which led to the 


recent “ token strike ” of shochetim em- 
ployed by the London Board of Shechita 
were described by the President of the 
Board, Mr. Harry Gaventa, af the meet- 
ing of the Board {briefly reported in our 
last. week's issuc}] at 29, Alice Street, 


_London, E., last week. 
The cattle shochetim, . said = Mr. 
Gaventa, in moving the report of the 


Executive Committce, had put forward a 
claim for a minimum wage of £18 per 
week for a maximum working week of 
15 hours in place of the present rate of 
£13 per week. Corresponding increases 
were claimed for other categories of the 
Board's employees: pouliry shochetim, 
io £15 per week; market shomerim, to 
£17 per week: shop shomerim. to £15 
per week ; and poultry sealers, to £12 
per week. 

It had been made clear to the Agudat 
Hashochetim V’Hashomerim, Mr. Gaven- 
ta’s statement said, that increases could 
not be discussed without: the financial 
situation of the Board having been con- 
sideréd. At the end of 1949, the Board 
was faced with a deficit of £4,500. An 
approximate estimate for the first ‘six 
months of 1950 showed that, given cer- 
tain favourable circumstances, the e might 
possibly be a Surplus of £1,500 for that 
period. 


4 Special Staff Bonuses 


The Hon. Officers were prepared to 
disregard the. deficit and. to: apply any 
such surplus as special bonus to the. staff, 
the statement continued. As the staff, 
excluding administrative: staff, numbered 
94, £1.500 would: have provided a weekly 
increase of 12s.

The garments from overseas must be 
collected and received as 300M as pos-

In Israel, too, a campaign had been 
organised to collect clothing, and every- 
one had made a fine response. One shoe 
manufacturer had sent 200 pairs of child- 
ren’s new shoes, 

Not only clothing, stockings, shoes, 
and underwear, but blankets, pillows, 
and. bed linen were needed. 

Describing the conditions in the camps, 
Mrs. Persitz states that in 4 new camp 
of 46 tents, she saw families, following 
heavy rain, waiting, half-naked or in 
rags, with small children who were blue 


with cold, shivering in their arms, crying.

An appeal was made for help, and 
within an hour six women helpers, one 
of them a physician, were on their way 
to the camp with clothing, shoes, rain- 
coats, blankets, and food.

ACCORDING to official statistics, close on 
25,000 children have been abducted and 


‘transported against their will from Greece 


during the successive Communist insurrec- 
tions which have ravaged the country during

‘away in 1944, Now that the Civil War Is over, 


the Greek people are appealing to world 
opinion. to help them to recover their lost 
children from theif captors behind the Iron 
Curtain.

so much on account of “ man’s. inhumanity 
to man,” cannot but feel keenly the suffering 
which the Greeks have been called upon to 
bear.

HEBREW EDUCATION IN THE DIASPORA 
Work of Jewish Agency’s Department 


To the Editor of THe JewrsH CHRONICLE 
From Dr. NATHAN MORRIS 


Sir,--I have pe read the article, “In 
My View ss Mr. S. J. Goldsmith, 
published in cues issue of December 9, 
and it left me in utter bewilderment. The 
writer says in so many words that the 
“ Department for Education and Culture 
in the Diaspora of the Jewish Agency 

‘is non-existent.” This is untrue. The 
Department is very much in existence, 
and is at the present time working hard 
at a number of projects in various. stages 
We are now busily 
engaged in organising a short seminar 
for a group of South African teachers 
who are visiting Israel. The Department 
has made considerable progress im pre- 
paring the seminar for next summer in 
Jerusalem, which, it is hoped, will be .as 
large, or larger, 
the World Union for Jewish Education. 
A team of distinguished lecturers from 
Israel has already been brought together 
for our “ seminar if reverse in Lon- 
don next summer, and another team is 
being Composéd for New York. 

Together with the Agency's Depart- 
ment of Broadcasts to the Diaspora, we 
are now making arrangements for the 
broadcasting of Hebrew lessons, Israel 
music, and. other subjects, which will 


commence shortly. 


The Department’s Hebrew bi-monthly. 
which will be of a new type ‘specially 
designed for the needs of the Diaspora, 
is ready for the Press, and a number of 
other publications are in actave prepara- 
tion

of textbooks and educational material. 
which is planned to: send to London, 
Paris;-and very probably also to New 
York and Buenos Aires early next sum- 
mer.

TAKING THE OATH 
Covering the Head 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRoNicLe 


Sir.—Your legal correspondent, in 
your issue of December 30, rightly 
emphasises that there is no. statutory 
authority for the proposition that a 
Jewish witness must cover the head when 
taking the oath in a Court of Law. 


The earliest official recognition of this 


custom which | have traced is the case of 
Gomez Serra v. Munez (1729) 93 E.R. 
872 holding that Jews might be allowed 
to take the oath with the head covered. 
It is a far step from. this privilege to 
the present-day practice of the Judges 
referred to by your correspondent. who 
insist on Jewish witnesses being © so 
covered, or the large notices hung iin 
some London Police Courts ordering 


Jewish witnesses to provide themselves — 


with hats and to wear the same while 
taking the oath. 

As your correspondent points out, the 
essential thing at Jaw is that the witness 
should regard the. oath, in whatever 
manrer it mav be taken, as binding on 
his. conscience, and by the Oaths Act 1838 
this is for the witness himself | to declare 
to. 


With all respect I submit it is a moot. 


point whether, as. your correspondent 
contends, the “ majority of Jewish wit- 
nesses" regard their right to be sworn 


with the head covered ‘as a cherished 
privilege which they have no wish to dis- 
regard.” My own limited experience 
leads me to believe that many such wit- 
nesses would prefer not to draw attention 
to their religious beliefs because of the 


fear of prejudice which might thereby be 
-oreated, and they 
equally binding on thew consciences if 


regard the. oath as 
taken on the Old Testament. with the 
head uncovered.. 

Recent cases have shown that the: law 
on this subject is not.as widely known as 


it ought to be- among those responsible 


for its: administration, and !|. would 
respectfully suggest that this. ts a proper 


matter. for representations. by the Board 


of Deputies to the Lord Chancellor and 
other proper quarters, in order. that it 
may be made clear to those whose duty 
it isto administer the oath that ‘the 
covering of the head its a privilege of

Sm,—After’ reading the ood will” 
letter by the Rev. R. Allen, I feel com- 
pelled to draw your attention to a prob- 


lem which perforce must perturb ail those 


who advocate inter-religious harmony. 

Several months ago, a Jewish young 
man, who had been recently discharged 
from prison, came to me seeking my help. 
1 listened patiently to a story which was 
filled with pity, pathos, beastliness, and 
brutality. 

His life story begins like most normal] 
Jewish people in a comfortable home, 
where daily Yiddishkeit was practised, 
and where business acumen more than 
academic ability) was. considered the 


norm. Not very many years after he. 


entered his father’s business, he fel] into 
bad wavs, and, as a Rabbinic maxim has 
it, “one transgression brings on another 

In consequence of this 


a crime for which he was given what 
might be considered in the light. of 
modern experience a savage sentence. 

On his discharge, no Jewish person or 
organisation would give him any help 
except casual assistance, which could 
only last for a few hours or days. This, 
unfortunately, made him embittered with 
his coreligionists, and he tried to seek help 
in other quarters. One day, being half- 
starved, semi-exhausted, and wet through, 
he sought assistance from a Christian 
minister, At first, the minister. was un- 
decided, but on hearing that he was a 
Jew, became very interested in him. The 
assistance he received helped him over 
afew weeks, during which he lived an 
honourable life. 

When he realised that he would soon 
be. on the rocks.” he appealed to me 
for more substantial assistance. After 
giving him a few pounds with which to 
| obtained a 
job for him. - Here, again, he was helped 
both by. the manager and. -the. minister 
mana- 
ger was devotedly attached.. No praise 
is high enough for the material aid these 


kind people gave him. They took him 


into. their: homes, fed him.

In appreciation of their kindness, he 
did odd jobs for them. Even after a 
full and hard day's work at the factory, 
he cleaned andgrepaired their cars, and 
on several occasions acted as “ sitter-in ” 
with their children. His gratitude was 
often most embarrassing; but, after all, 
gratitude is the least of virtues. 

Had this been all, my story would end, 
but now comes a “ shameful incident,” 
which compels me to bring it to the light 
of day. All this kindness and friend- 
ship shown by the manager and minister 
was, to use a Rabbinic phrase, Teluya 
B'davar, conditional, and with a definite 
purpose. They were determined to con- 
vert him to Christianity. Apart from 
the above-mentioned acts of kindliness, 
they used subtle : methods, -which, to say 
the least, were not in conformity’ with 
the altruistically expressed Christian 
teachings of “good will” to all men. 


parucularly to those who desire to be. 


unfailingly grateful for the kindness and 
sympathy shown to them in time of dis- 
tress and sorrow. To take such an unfair 
advantage of a “ lone soul,” not a “ lost 
soul,” 1s. not in keeping with the 
Psalmist’s preachment, ** it is a good thing 
for brethren to dwell together in. unity. 
It does say unity and not uniformity. 

This young man has become one of the 
most hard-working men in the factory. 
He has more overtime pay to his credit 
than any one of his fellow-workmen in 
his. particular part of the firm's pro- 
ductivity. Should his Jewish conscience 
compel him to leave, it will be. interest- 
ing to watch events... Will his’ present 
manager, out of a-sense.of frustration, 
inform his new employer of his past 
record—which. if read on its own, would 
terrify any employer, but when taken ‘in 
the light of his reformed character, his 
sincerity and will to work conscientiously 
and devotedly, would. mean nothing at 
all? If anything, would prove. that 
he has learned the hard way, that crime 
that honest .work is royal.

SHOCHETIM’S TOKEN. 
STRIKE’ 


An Official Reply

The Board, without 
any moral or jega} excuse, withheld the 
salaries of the cattle. staff, an action 
which the staff resented and one which 
might have had serious repercussions: had 
not the Beth Din. promptly intervened 
with a direction that such actions should 
not occur in the future.

ERY early during a recent visit 

to Israel 1 added to my Hebrew 

vocabulary a new word:

Tsennah is of fairly recent initiation 


in Israel, but in many ways it inflicts 


greater hardship than. does austerity 
in Britain. (In fact, since my return 
I consider that by comparison we here 
enjoy a life of plenty ') Hardship is 
not surprising m a State less than two 
years old, which has so recently 
emerged from a grim war of inde-
